Dear Sir: I think it is only fair to the 
fire brigade to explain the cause of the delay 
in getting on the water from the steamer 
which occurred on Sunday morning last. 


It is impossible to get up a fair working 
pressure of steam from cold water in less 
than fourteen minutes, this with the time 
necessary to get the engine out is sufficient 
to account for the time lost in getting the 
water on. Had the heater been working 
the above time should have been reduced 
by about ten minutes. 


I may say although there was a leak in 
the chemical hose, it does not detract 
materially from the efficiency of the engine 
as stated by you.

J. H. Cantner, of the Warmoltz, 
Chicago, party; who went down the 
Athabasca last fall and wintered at 
Fort Resolution, returned to Edmon- 
ten on Satttday, and went on to 
Chicage on Tuesday. He left Resolu- 
tion on July 3rd, and came up to Fort 
Smith on the Wrigley, and from Fort 
Smith to Fort McMurray on the 
Graham. From McMurray he track- 


ed up the Athabasca. The Warmoltz | 


party reached Resolution too late to 
get across Great Slave lake last fall. 
They went into winter quarters with 
the exception of Warmoltz and Bock, 
whod returned on foot. During the wip- 
ter the party split into several factions. 
Sprifiger, who represented a Chicago 
newspaper, started out in November 
and went to Fort Simpson on the ice. 
Graham and Hoar started in Feb- 
“ru on the ice. Waski, McLean 
“and Pieroni started on March 12th 
and reached Big island at the outlet 
ofthe lake, also on the ice. Craig 
and wife and Chariton went to Hay 
river mission, about 90 miles west of 
Resolution along the south shore of 
the lake, in April. They were met 
bythe Wrigley in June between 
Providence and Simpson going down 
the Mackenzie. Harry Carr, of the 
Warmoltz party, and Ernest Crabbe, 
of Edmonton, whd ‘eft here with the 
Griffin party, waited until the open 
water. Schyllerstorm, who remained 
with Cantner, left on May 22nd in a 
canve. There was then open water 
between the ice and shore. The 
Griffins, who were also stuck at Re- 
solution in the fall, went on to Hay 
river on the ice. Langworthy and all 
but two of his party crossed the lake 
to Providence with dogs in the winter. 
The two who remainéd at Reselution, 
started out in open water about the 
12th of June with the main part of 
the supplies. Kennedy and Kemp, 
of Montreal, split during the winter 
and Kennedy went to Hay rir 
mission. Kemp joined two Montana 
men, who were there, purchased two 
dog trains, hired F. McLeod as driver, 
and went down to Simpson and up 
the Liard to Halkett on the ice. 

The first party to reach Resolution 
from Edmonton this spring was two 
Seotchmen, who arrived there on May 
26th. They had left the Landing on 
April 28th, and had followed the ice 
down. They went right on, there be- 
ing sufficient open water around the 
edge of the lake to allow them to pro- 
ceed. The lake was clear of ice ear! 
inJune. Up to July 3rd, about 125 
boats had reached Resolution, and 
about 40 more were met between Re- 
solution and Smith on the way up, 
and about 15 between Smith and 
Chipewyan. None were met above 
Chipewyan. The steamer Enterprise 
had reached Resolution about June 
i9th and gone right on. Another 
steamer arrived about the same time, 
and another was met on the way up 
to Smith. These steamers were on 
the unbroken stretch of water which 
they were built to navigate. The 
iron steamer was on it way across 
Smith portage when Cantner passed. 
Two more steamers were met between 
Smith Landing and Chipewyan. The 
Alaska Mining & Transportation Co's 
boats had left Chipewyan, but were 
not seen, no doubt being in a different 
channel amongst the islands. The 
Sparrow was still stuck in Grand 
rapids when Cantner came up, and as 
the high water hac passed all hope of 
getting her down this season was 
gone. It was generally supposed that 
had advantage been taken of the high 
water she could have been taken 
down all right. 


F.M. ROBERTSON AT DAWSON. 


F. M. Robertson writes from Daw- 
son to his father, Sheriff Robertson, 
under date of June 13th, that he had 
received a letter from home on May 
24th before leaving La Pierre’s house 
for the Yukon. He had gone to 
Herachell island with dogs to get ad- 
ditional supplies from the whalers 
wintering there, and got the letter as 
he passed Fort Macpherson on his way 
back. Robertson, Sutherland and 
W. R. Matheson and son left La 
Pierre’shouse on May 26th and reach- 
ed the Porcupine river at 6p. m. of 
the same day. The water was very 
high. The canoes which they had 
built rode the water like ducks. They 
went down the Porcupine swiftly and 
safely until they reached the Ram- 
parts. This is a sort of canon, where 
the river is very rapid and is confined 
between steep walls, They ran all 
the rapids but the last safely. In 
the last rapid a log of drift wood 
struck Robertson's canoe and upset it. 
The canoe sank and Robertson and 
Sutherland cavght on a log and drifted 
a mile and a half in the water. Suther- 


land left the log and got ashore. The

The Alaska Commercial Co. have six 
or seven tons cf gold dust for ship- 
ment out and other companies as 
much.” Mr. Robertson was going

@laims on Dominion Creek and French

EDMONTON INDIAN AGENCY, 

Inspector McGibbon has completed 
the inspection of this agency, and left 
on Thursday for Hobbema agency to 
make inspectio.. there. The Edmon- 


ton ageney comprises five reserves. 
The total number of cattle held by 
Indians is as follows: Ten bulls, 64 
oxen, 140 cows, 79 steers, 105 heifers, 
48 bull calves, 53 heifer calves. Total 
499 head. One hundred and three 
sheep, 174pigs, 181 horses, 167 turkeys 
and hens. 

The crop put in this year is 347 acres 
of wheat, vats, barley, potatoes, turnips 
and gardens. 

Two hundred acres of new land have 
been broxen and 50 acres summer 
fallowed. They have 14 mowers and 
rakes of their own and seven govern- 
ment. They own 1] double wagons 
and have eight government, two thresh. 
ers, three seeders, grist mill worked by 
a tread mill, and a saw mill and shingle 
mill are being added, to be worked by 

e same power. 
schools, one 
Methodist and one Roman Catholic. 
The teacher of the latter being an ex- 
pupil of High river school and daughter 
of Chief Michel. This lady was doing 
excellent work in teaching the little 
girls and boys knitting and sewing as 
well as in other studies. 

Rev. Mr. Blewitt is the teacher in 
the Methodist school and Mrs. Blewitt 
takes charge of the sewing, knitting, 
&e. 

The boarding school at St. Albert in 
which there 85 pupils in one of the 
institutions in 
country, and the pupils are making 
capital progress. Nothing could sur- 
pass the cleanliness and tideness of the 
place and the arrangements made for 
the comfort of the pupils. 

The Indians are all working well 
and are busy ‘haying. They have com- 
fortable houses and good stables, and 
some of the homesteads compare favor- 
ably with the best in the white settle- 
ments. Many of these make butter. 

The treaty payments were made dur- 
ing inspection and occupied eight days 
from 23th ie 30th July. Total num- 
ber paid was 681. The Indians are 
contented; and on the whole, well be- 
haved, and the health of the bands is 
good. Mr. Lake, clerk, has been acting 
agent since the death of Mr. De Cazes, 
and performs the work most efficiently.

CONJURING CREEK. 
July 14th, 1898. 

Mr. Editor if you will allow me space in 
your paper I should like to bring before the 
public a matter that should interest every 
settler in the Edmonton district, namely 
the power, real or assumed, of an M. L. A.; 
at the same time inviting criticism. 

Some time last fall a petition was got out 
and numerously signed asking for a grant 
of money to make a road from Conjuring 
Creek to Leduc and presented te our mem- 
ber Mr. M. McCauley, who acted on it and 
got an appropriation of $300, but worded it 
so that it could be applied on the township 
line, or two miles south. ‘‘ The petition 
asked for the grant to be made on the road 
allowance two miles south of the township 
line, being one mile south of Leduc and 
west to conjuring Creek.” Our member, 
Mr. McCauley, having made this blunder 
had “to ~a!la meeting to decide where to 
apply the $300. Of course this caused a 
dispute among the Conjuring Creek settlers, 
and others interested, those living nearest 
the township line wishing the money to be 
spent on it, and those who had signed the 
petition thought the road allowance, two 
miles south, should be improved.

A deal 
of the oats is uneven, 
grain having started early and some 
not starting until the rains came on 
June 20th. This will make the crop 
light and reduce the quality. Late 
sown barley is all right. Although 
the average yield will not be as great 
as last year the total will be nearly as 
large owing to the increased acreage. 
The breaking done this year promises 
a still more largely {increased acreage 
for next year.
